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POLICY RAMPANT: 
COLLINS ACCUSED. 


Secretary S. M. Singleton of 
Citizens’ Association Says 
That Intended Raids 
Are Tipped Off. 


CHIEF OF POLICE IN RAGE. 


Reform Body Bursts Bomb in Let- 
ter Sent to Mayor Charging 
Patsy King Is in the 
Saddle. 


The most serious charge directed by re- 
sponsible persons againat the police depart- 
ment since thé Dunne administration began, 
was made yesterday by the Citizens’ associa- 
tion of Chicago. 

In a letter to the mayor that reform or- 
ganization announced that the playing of 
„ policy ’’ has been resumed and is conduct- 
ed openly in Chicago without political inter- 
ference, and that a company, backed by 
the notorious Patsy King. is operating 
extensively on the west side, asserting that 
matters have been arranged at the city 
hall go that they can operate unmolested 
*“ until after the spring election.“ 

The association also declares that when 
an attempt was made recently to raid sev- 
eral of the policy agencies the gamblers were 
warned by detectives from the Desplaines 
street station, although Chief of Police Col- 
lins and five of his detectives were the only 
ones who knew of the intended raids. 


War Is Declared. 

The charge of protection brought to a 
head the war which for years has been hover- 
ing between the police department and the 
association. Chief Collins at once clashed 
with Secretary Shelby M. Singleton of the 
reform organization in a bitter personal fight, 
which may result in the withdrawal of direct 
police aid from the anti-crime societies of the 
city. 

A letter addressed to Mayor Dunne, prac- 
tically charging Chief Collins with “ tipping 
off raids to policy gamblers, was the bomb 
which Mr. Singleton exploded as a formal 
challenge to battle. 

Within ten minutes after the letter was 
made public Chief Collins, purple with wrath, 
stigmatized Mr. Singleton as a “ liar anda 
falsifier.” He asserted that the secretary 
would be called to the city hall this morning 
and “ordered to make his charges good.” 
Furthermore, the chief declared, during his 
term of office he never will send a policeman 
or detective to act under instructions from 
the Citizens’ association. 


Attacks Motives of Singleton. 

The “tipping off, Chief Cclling declared, 
was the work of some person connected with 
the reform organization, who has been draw-

the west side, the chief said he would demand 
that the addresses of the resorts be given 
to the police. He refused to believe in the 
existence of the places and intimated that 
he thought Mr. Singleton was engaged in a 
carefully planned attempt to injure him. 

The general nature of Mr. Singleton's ac- 
cusatiors against Chief Collins and his sub- 
ordinates is told best in his letter to the 
mayor. * 

Text of Singleton’s Letter. 

That document reads: 

Edward F. Dunne, Mayor of Chicago 
Dear Sir: I am instructed to eall your at- 
tention, on behalf of the Citizens’ associa- 
tion, to the fact that witnin the last few 
weeks policy shops have sprung up in various 
parts of the city and that the number is 
increasing daily. In hiring agents to en- 
gage in this illegal business the policy pro- 
moters assert that matters have been ar- 
ranged’ at the city hall so that they can 
operate unmolested ‘ until after the spring 
election.’ 

‘As you perhaps know, the Citizens’ as- 
sdciation entered upon a campaign against 
the policy shop evil in«his city about three 
yéars ago, and, with the codperation of Mayor 
Harrison and Assistant Superintendent of 
Police Schuettler, the 1,600 policy shope in 
the city were practically wiped out of ex- 
istence. This was accomplished by vigorous 
handling of the matter on the part of the 
police, though they were then handicapped 
by the fact that policy was not mentioned 
in the statutes, so that it was difficult to 
cohvict policy writers in the police courts. 
The situation with regard to the law now is 
entirely changed, as an anti-policy law was 
enacted by the last legislature, which makes 
the mere possession of policy tickets prima 
tacle of gullt. 


Says Collins “Seems Ignorant.” 

„Although the chief of police has hundreds 
of men at his disposal, he seems to lack ac- 
curate information regarding the policy sit- 
uation. When the Citizens’ association 
learned three weeks ago that a considerable 
number of policy shops had been opened, it 
set to work at once to look the matter up. 
Since then, although the time of the only in- 
vestigator at my disposal has been partly oc- 
¢upied with work partaining to the investiga- 
tion. of the Superior court clerk’s office, we 
have been able to learn that there are two 
policy ‘ companies in operation. One, which 
operates solely on the south side, is apparent- 
ly without political backing. 
The other, which has writers on the south, 
west, and north sides, is said by its agents to 
be backed by Patsy Kings, who was indicted 
as a policy promoter in May, 1904, and 
and has figured extensively in west side 
politics. This company is said to be 
managed by John King, who also was in- 
dicted with his brother two years ago. 
| “Several writers have been arrested on the 
south side and have been fined heavily by po- 
lice magistrates during the last month. Iam 
informed that these writers, thus sent to the 
bridewell, were all agents of the south side 
company above mentioned which has no po- 
litical backing. I have been unable to learn 
of the arrest of any of the eighty ‘or more 
agents who have been operating openly for 
some weeks under the auspices of King’s 
company, which bears the same name as his 
old sea Be ‘ Interstate and Spring iield.’ 
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SAYS GRAFT LURES PASTORS 


Dr. C. E. Hewitt of University of 
Chicago Makes Grave Charge. 


THINKS TAINT IS SPREADING. 


Declares Many Ministers Neglect Duties 
When Commercial Greed Calls.

Now it Is graft in the ministry. Not even 
that sacred calling seems exempt from the 
spirit of the all devouring greed. Pastors 
of many of the leading churches gradually 
have diverted their attention to temporal 
affairs and the profession no longer re- 
mains untainted. The cause of inefficiency 
in the ministry today is in the lack of sin- 
gieness of purpose. 

Such, in brief, is the belief of Dr. Charles 
Edmund Hewitt of the University of Chi- 
cago divinity school, the hotbed of theologi- 
cal criticism. His views on the subject 
were expressed before the divinity students 
of the university yesterday in an address at 
the weekly — exercises of the divinity 
school. 

Ministers who become interested in world- 
ly affairs for financial purposes, who intro- 
duce insurance agents to their congregations, 
who speculate in business enterpriees, and es- 
pecially those who discuss business projects 
and schemes Sunday afternoons when vis- 
iting another preacher on spiritual work 
were scored roundly by Dr. Hewitt. 


Says Greed Dooms Religion. 


Greed and the commercial spirit were de- 
plored, especially in the ministry, which, he 
declared, was not exempt, and which, believ- 
ing its work too holy to be tainted,” is de- 
ceived. The cause of Christ has suffered 
much as a result, he holds, and all business 
enterprises depending upon ministers for 
support are doomed to failure. 

“Thie is an exceedingly trying time for 
ministers, he declared. It is a time when 
they need to put on the whole armor of God 
that they may be able to withstand the wiles 
of the devil. 

“T Know of a minister who received a 
stated commission from a life insurance 
company or all policies written for members 
of his congregation to whom he gave letters 
of introduction to the agents. This is an 
example of the evil which should be de- 
plored. 

“There ie a certain religious magazine 
which runs a regular advertisement under 
the caption, ‘ Ministers Make Large Profits 
gelung Typewriters.’ There are many other 
temptations of this sort. Perhaps the most 
subtle and dangerous of all is when minis- 
terse engaged in financial enterprises urge 
upon one another this sort of work.“ 


Lured by Business Enterprises. 


“A purely business enterprise, he con- 
tinued, “depending upon ministers for its 
success is foredoomed to fallure. No man 
can serve God and mamimon at the same 
time. Ag evil results of participation in 
worldly business I would mention loss of 
money, loss of self-respect, loss of power in 
Preaching, and of capital, all leading to 
covetousness, idolatry, dishonesty, and loss 
of standing. 

“ Seek the causes of the inefficiency in the 
ministry today and you will find them in the

MANY TOWNS SWEPT AWAY. 


Twenty-five Shocks of Earthquake 
Within Eight Days.

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Feb. 14.—Capt. Hol- 
royd of the steamship Quito, which arrived 
today from Panama via Tumaco, Colombia, 
reports that it is believed all of the Colom- 
bian coast towns between Tumaco and Buena 
Ventura, a distance of 200 miles, have been 
destroyed by the tidal wave occasioned by 
the earthquake of Jan. 81. In several cases 
the earth opened, engulfing small buildings. 

Already seventy bodies have been picked up 
on the beach near Tumaco.

The village of Pinguagi, near 
the Colombian frontier, was inundated asd 
many inhabitants were drowned. 

The Colombian village of Guacada also was 
inundated and 200 persons drowned. The 
eruption of the Colombian voleano Cumpbal 
caused the earthquake.

Fixed the form in which the mayor's proposition 
for the right to issue $75,000,000 of Mueller law 
certificates shall be printed on the little ballot. 

Received reports from the sanitary district and

ALD. POWERS—The reason that I will not 
vote for the ordinance ls that the saloons al- 
ready are, in many instances, losing money. 
I don’t see why a hard working saloonkeeper 
who is compelled to ask his wife and some- 
times his entire family to help him in order 
that he can make $200 or $300 a year profit 
should be taxed more than any business in 
the city. It ls a well known fact that con- 
ditions are different here than in New York 
or Boston, where the licenses are higher. 
There the districts are much more congested 
and a saloon has more patrons than has the 
Chicago saloon. It is merely because I don’t 
care to see an injustice done to a class of hard 
working people who are endeavoring to make 
an honest living that I will not and have not 
voted for any measure which will increase 
their hardships and perhaps close up many 
of the respectable saloons. 


ALD. KUNZ—I am opposed to the measure 
not because I wish to support the saloons or 
breweries but because the poor laboring man 
will be compelled to pay the increased tax in 
the end. The poor laboring man that cap 
‘afford to buy a pint of beer fer ö cents now 
could not afford to buy the beer to drink with 
his lunch under the ordinance when beer 
probably would be sold at twice that price. 
You know, too—remember I am not working 
for saloon interests—that the saloonkeepers 
are law abiding citizens, and that they low 
are paying for police protection that they 
don’t get. The saloonkeepers are held up and 
robbed, and they can get no redress. Now 
they are asked to pay for more police protec- 
tion that they won't get. I favor taxing the 
gentlemen's clubs more and letting the law 
abiding saloonkeepers alone. That ie where l 
will continue to stand. 

ALD. BENNETT.—The work of the sup- 
porters of the increased tax on saloons will 
be considerably easier since the aldermen all 
have been placed on record. I am not in the 
least discouraged. Until the close of the 
meeting the friends of the measure were not 
sure just where some of the aldezmen stood. 
Now we know. It will be a simple matter 
for the constituents of an al@erman who 
opposed the ordinance to gc .o him and learn 
why he did not vote as they wished him to. 
We are short three votes, howevef, and Iam 
not now sure just where they are coming 
from. I will say, though, that the fight is 
not yet over and I expect to see the ordinance 
passed in the end. 


ALD. WENDLING—I stand for the work- 
ingman. He can't get nothing but a half loaf 
of bread for his lunch and a little beer with it. 
If the higher license is passed the saloons in 
my ward will be shut up and he can’t get no 
beer. The workingman gets more beer for 
the money in Chicago than he can get any- 
where else, and I won't vote for no ordinance 
that will make it higher so that he can’t get 
none. I will not vote for no increased license 


ALD. BURNS—Saloonkeepers as a class are 
honest, law abiding workingmen, and under 
no circumstances will I take sides against 
them, as I would be compelled to do if I 
voted for this proposed ordinance. There are 
too many other industries that can be taxed 
and are not being taxed at present to begin 
to place the entire responsibility for paying 
the police force with the saloonkeepers. 

ALD. WERNO—If the license committee 
will report out an ordinance making a rea- 
sonable advance upon the present licenge, I 
believe it will pass easily. The test of strength 
showed pretty clearly that the license can- 
not go through while a compromise would. 
I believe Chicago still will secure its addi- 
tional police without the confiscation of 
any man’s property. ’ 

ALD. SITTS—I do not know what the out- 
come will be. My own course is clear, which 
is saying a good deal, in view of the whirl- 
wind that has been blowing through my 
ward for the last week. My constituents 
have given me every evidence short of a 
referendum that they want the 31.000 li- 
cense, and if the question is again presented 
to me I shall vote for it. 

ALD.. BADENOCH-—I suppose there will 
be a conference of the high license forces to 
decide what should be done. I have no idea 
what their decisiofi will be. I believe the 
outlook for such an ordinance is good. The 
vote was in many respects satisfactory. 

ALD. HUNTER—It all depends now upon 
the license committee. We can’t tell what 
will be done until the committee decides its 
course. I believe the $1,000 license will pass 
if those in favor of jt stick.

'  Phraseology Decided On.

Objections of the Mayor.

„I do not think that amendment providing 
for immediate review of the rate fixed by the 
commission by the Circuit! court will be 
advocated by any one We has any real 
friendship for the general principle of rall- 
way rate regulation. The constitution guar- 
antees to the railroads the right to protect 
themselve’ against any action by any agency 
of the governnient which would amount toa 
confiscation of their property. They are en- 
titled to this protection, but to nothing more, 
and I stand, as I have always stood, for the 
adoption of the Dolliver- Hepburn bill as it 
was passed by the house, with only such 
verbal changes as might be necessary to per- 
fect it, and even those should be proposed by 
its friends and not by its enemies.“ 


Wants All to Know His Views. 

While it is necessary to say again that this 
is not an authorized quotation of President 
Roosevelt, it represents as nearly as possible 
what he did gay to the two senators who 
called upon him today.’ They were author- 
ized to repeat the substance of his remarks 
to other senators and representatives in 
congress for the express purpose of counter- 
acting the misleading and mischievous in- 
fluence of Senator Lodge’s speech, which the 
president specifically repudiated and re- 
gretted. It represented his views, lam toid, 
about as much as Jacob Riis’ represented his 
intention in regard to a third term. Thev- 
dore Roosevelt will not accept another nomi- 
nation for the presidency, and he has not 

shown the white feather in the most notable 
legislative fight of his administration. He 
stands exactly where he stood when he made 
his original recommendation to congress in 
December, 1904, and even the pleadings of 
personal frienis like Senators Crane and 
Lodge of Massachusetts and the ultimatums 
and threats of powerful senators like Elkins, 
Aldrich, and Foraker could not induce him 
to betray the people. 

This latest announcement in regard to 
President Roosevelt's attitude ought to settle 
the fate of the railroad bill, In the natural 
course of events it should consolidate public 
opinion, first of all in behalf of the measure 
which is being championed by Senator Dolll- 
ver and supported by Senator Clapp and Sen- 
ator Cullom, who represent the republican 
fragment of the senate committee on inter - 
state commerce which has stood like a rock 
back of Roosevelt. 

Deluged with Amendments. : 

Tne committee has been fairly deluged 
with amendments by its members. The 
longest and most pestiferous is that offered 
by Senator Elkins, which, on its face, is an 
effort to deprive the proposed law of all force 
and effect in advance of its passage. The 
number of thése admendments has been so 
great that the committee probably will be 
unable to reath a vote next Friday, as was 
intended, which will result in a postponement 
for a week. By that time it ig roped Senator 
Cullom will be able to come back to Wash- 
ington. If hé does his vote, with the aid 
of all but one or two of the democrats, will 
be Cumeient to pass the Dolliver bill through 
the committee. 

At all events, there will be a respectable 
minority for ‘the measure, which is to all 
intents and purposes the Hepburn bill as it 
came from the house, ’

Naval Reserve of 10,000 Officers 
and Men Provided forin 
the Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Web, 14.—The ship sub- 
sidy bill passed the senate a few minutes 
after 6 o’clock this evening by a vote of 38 to 


All the votes for the bill were by repub- 
liean senators, and five republican senators 
voted with the democrats in opposition. They 
were Messrs. Burkett of Nebraska, Dolliver 
of Iowa, La Follette and Spooner of Wiscon- 
sin, and Warner of Missouri. 

The vote on the bill was preceded by action 
on a number of amendments, and this by an 
entire day of debate. Many impoftant amend- 
ments were accepted, but only in one case was 
a modification agreed to that was not in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the managers 
of the bill. The exception was on an amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Spooner eliminating the 
provision giving half pay to members of 
the naval reserve who have served less than 
six months. 

Thirteen New Mail Lines. 

As @assed the bill establishes thirteen new 

contract mail lines and increasés the subven- 


Pacific coast to Australasia. Of the new lines 
three leave Atlantic coast ports, one running 
to Brazil, one to Uruguay and Argentina, and 
one to South Africa, six from ports on the 
gulf of Mexico, embracing one to Brazil, one 
to Cuba, one to Mexico, and three to Central 


from Pacific coast ports, embracing two to 
Japan, China, and the Phil'ppimes direct, one 
to Japan, China, and the Philippines via Ha- 
wali, and one to Mexico, Central America, 
and the isthmus of Panama. 

The bill also grants a subvention at the rate 
of $5 per gross ton per year to cargo vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade of the United 
States, and @t the rata of $5.50 per ton to vos- 
sels engaged in the Philippine trade, the 
Philippine coastwise law being postponed 
until 1909. 

Another feature of the bill is that èreatin 
a naval reserve force of 10,000 officers — 
men, who are to receive retainers af ter the 
British practice. Vessels receiving subsi- 
dies are required to carry a certain propor- 
tion of naval reserve men among their crews. 

The aggregate compensation for mail lines 
is about $3,000,000 annually. No steam ves- 
sel of less than 1,000 tons is to receive aid un- 
der the bill. 

Many Important Amendments. 

Many important amendments were accept- 
ed by the senate without division, and these 
included most of those suggested yesterday 
by Mr. Allison. Theimportant changes made 
were the following: 

Including seamen engaged in the trade of the 
great lakes and the coast in the naval reserve. 

Limiting the reserve to 10,000 men. 

Requiring annual instead of gross appropriations. 

Confining thé subsidy to cargo vessels, to steam 
vessels of more than 1,000 tons, sailing vessels of 
more than 200 tons, and fishing vessels of more 
than twenty tons. 

Excluding American vessels engaged exclusively 
in foreign trade from the benefits of the bill. 

Giving authority to the United States to take im- 
mediate -possession of a subsidized vessel for its 
own use in case of amergency. 

Increasing to one-fourth, after 1012, the number 
of Americam.citizens required in the crews of 
subsidized ships. 

Increased the subsidized gulf coast lines from 
four to six and the Pacific coast lines from three 
to four, and providing that they shall depart 
from Puget sound and the Columbia river.

PEKING, Feb. 15.—All the legation guards 
have been warned of the impending danger. 
The seeretary of the German legation has 
obtained an additional field battery. 

The situation in China is becoming increas- 
ingly ugly. The trouble probably will spread 
from the south to the north. The govern- 
ment, eager to save the dynasty, is seeking 
to placate the foreigners. 

Viceroy Yuan Shih Kai, on the preténse of 
suppressing the Chunchuses (bandits), who 
are absolutely quiescent, is sending six regi- 
ments with artillery to Chinchow. 

It is presumed the read reason for the dia- 
patch of these troops is that the army is 
honeyecombed with secret societies and he 
government wishes to remove a dangerous 
weapon from the neighborhood of the capital. 


China on Eve of Civil War. 

Los Angeles; Cal., Feb. 14.—China is on the 
eve of a tremendous upheavai, in which lives 
and property of Americans will be in serious 
jeopardy. So declares Edwin H. Conger, who 
was Unjted States minister at Peking uur- 
ing the boxer siege of 1900. Discussing the 
situation today, Mr. Conger said: 

“If the Chinese can be impregse.i that we 
are on the alert and that we mean business 
our interests will be secure, but if China is 
permitted to think that it can ignore our in- 
terests something terrible will happen. 

“The United States should warn China 
against a repetition of the terrible riots of a 
few yearsago. A show of warships should be 
made to impress upon the government of 
China that the troubles must not be repeated 
and will not be tolerated. 


Great Civil War at Hand. 


“The trouble now will be a great strug- 
le within the empire—a battle of popular 
majority against the dynastic minority. It 
has been brewing for many years and has 
now apparently reached a climax. 

“ Americans within the zone of the rebel- 
lion are Hable to be hurt before they can 
get out and that is why the United States 
should let China know that it will not tol- 
erate for an instant anything inimical to the 
interesté of its citizens. 

l believe the boycott on American gocds 
is now beginning to operate against the Chi- 
neee themselves. Chinese merchants long 
before this boycott was instituted stocked 
their establishments with goods from the 
United States. When the boycott was de- 
clared these merchants could not or dared 
not sell their goods.“ 


China’s Awakening Is Here. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 14.—Maj. C. A. 
Devol, general superintendent of the trans- 
port service in San Francisco, shares arith 
other army officers the apprehension of those 
in the far east. In an interview today he said: 

“The awakening of China is here. There 
were the sane rumblings heard previous to 
the late boxer outbreak. Every army officer 
expects trouble in China. An officer who ar- 
rived here today from Washington on his 
way to China said that he knew the war de- 
partment had grave news from China, but 
was not making it public.“ 

The transport Meade is now on its way to 
Manila loaded with troops. The Warren and 
Crook lie here ready to go into commission 
whenever orders come from Washington to 
get them ready. 


Lack Proof of Uprising. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—While there is 
much disparity in the consuls’ reports, owing 
probably to the existence of different condi- 
tions in the north and south of China, the gen- 
eral purport of the advices is that there has 
been great interference with American trade 
by the boycott, but that there is lack of tangi- 
ble evidence of an uprising.. 

American petroleum, condensed milk, to- 
bacco, sewing machines, and the like have 
been placed under the ‘ban, and the trade in 
those articles greatly injured. 

Even as far south as the Straits settle- 
ments, outside of China proper, it is reported 
a Chinaman would jeopardize his life if he 
offered for sale or purchased an American 
sewing machine. 


Chinese Envoys Ready to Sail. 
New York, Feb. 14.—The imperial Chinese 
commissioners, who arrived today from Bos- 
ton, will sail for Europe tomorrow. Shi Ling 
Hsung, first secretary to the commission, 
said tonight: 


We are going home much enlightened as 


to many things that were dark to us before 
we came, and we are grateful to the Amer- 
ican people because of that fact. If we suc- 
ceed in introducing new ideas in Chinese mu- 
nicipal governments, and we feel sure that 
we shall, we will ever remember the good 
teachings of you Americans.”’

FREE PRIMARY IS RESULT 


Deneen and Friends Have State 
Convention Set for May 14 
at Springfield. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, III., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Dencen and his friends tn the state organiza- 
tion today had the satisfaction of putting 
through the first bit of their senatorial pro- 
gram. The state committee chose May 14 
‘and Springfield for the state convention and 
passed a resolution requesting the county 
committees to refrain from indorsing either 
Yates or Cullom. Moreover the action was 


taken without an opposing vote, the federal 
leaders having counted noses and found they 


did not have strength enough to defeat the 


proposition. 

This means that any county committee in- 

orsing a senatorial candidate, or any other 
candidate, for that matter, does so against 
the express wish of the managing body of 
the party in the state. It may not prevent 
such indorsements entirely, but it will head 
off many of them. 

It puts the party organization on record as 
being in favor of consistency in using the 
new primary law, giving the voter a free 
opportunity to express opinion without the 
interference of the machine. 


“Federal Crowd“ in Last Protest. 


The members of the federal crowd in the 
state committee accepted the inevitable re- 
luctantly. Last night they were determined 
to defeat it. This morning before the meet- 
ing of the state committee United States 
Marshal Charles P. Hitch, Cullom’s mana- 
ger, visited the governor and protested to 
him and State Chairman West, saying that 
such action should not be taken. 

He and other federal leaders found the 
governor proposed to have the state commit- 
tee take such action and the federal wing of 
the party did not have enough votes to stop 
it. Thereupon they made the best of a bad 
situation and acquiesced. Just before the 
meeting of the committee Mr. Hitch was 
informed by telegraph of the death of his 
sister-in-law; Mrs. Harriet Neely of Mun- 
cle, Ind., and did not stay in Springfield for 
the meeting. His proxy was given to State 
Treasurer Len Small. 

So completely had the opposition to the 
governor's proposa® died away when the mat- 
ter came up that it was Homer Tice, a Sher- 
man man, who presented the subject in the 
shape of a resolution to the effect that no 
senatorial candidate should be indorsed. Thig 
was not sufficiently broad for James R. 
Cowley, who stands as Col. Frank O. Low- 
den’s personal representative. Hesubmitted 
a substitute to the effec that no candidates 
should be indorsed. 


Wouldn’t Stand for Roll Call. 


W. B. Baldwin of Lincoln, one of the fed- 
eral men, made the only speech against the 
proposition. When it came to a vote Chair- 
man West asked if the committee wanted 
a roll call. The state organization was will- 
ing to grant it and was willing to put the 
committeemen on record. 

“You can have it if you want it,“ said 
West. 

Phere were a half dozen immediate and 
energetic negatives and the resolution was 
adopted unanimously, not even Mr. Baldwin 
voting against it. 

After this action had been taken it was 
learned that C. J. Doyle, one of Yates’ cam- 
paign managers, had prepared to get an 
indorsement of Yates from the Greene coun- 
ty committee. The resolution is likely to 
be effective in stopping this. 

As the bottom of the federal opposition to 
this measure dropped out there also dis- 
appeared the federal crowd's intention to 
demand from the governor a statement of 
his position on the senatorial campaign. The 
federal managers declared that Deneen had 
promised to be neutral and that he was 
violating neutrality by aiding Yates. They 
asserted that Robert Rew in Rockford and 
others of the governor's friends publicly 
had declared that Deneen was for the for- 
mer governor, and they promised to con- 
front him with a demand that he come out 
in a statement announcing just where he 
stood. 


Convention Date Latest Possible. 


This promise was not carried out. The 


governor has yet to learn that the federal 
wing of the.party is dissatisfed with his 


| attitude in the campaign. 


The date of the state convention was set 
for May 14 at 10 o’clock in the Springfield 
arsenal, the last day allowed by law, ac- 
cording to the republican interpretation of 
it. If this view be correct the democrats 
will have to nominate before the republic- 
ans. The call will be issued from Chicago 
on Friday. The apportionment will be one 
delegate to every 400 votes for Roosevelt, 
and delegates will be apportioned to coun- 
tles by a committee consisting of W. Scott 
Cowen, James R. Cowley, James Pease, and 
John A. Wheeler.

Discrimination in the kinds of bread 
to be marked also was pointed out by the 
court as a reason for nullifying the ordi- 
nance. Under the ruling of the court, bread 
may now be sold without any marks to show 
its weight.

AMERICAN CITIZENS IN CHINA. 
The opinions of American merchants and 


missionaries in China regarding the signs of 


an approaching anti-foreign outbreak in 
that country are conflicting. The differ- 
ences between their views probably are 
chiefly due to differences between their lo- 
cations and their interests. 

The merchants, being at treaty ports on 
or near the coast, have not a good oppor- 
tunity to know what is going on in the coun- 
try at large. As an uprising would hurt 
their business they are naturally not dis- 
posed to believe that it will take place. 
Men usually are prone rather to expect what 
will benefit than what will injure them. 
The missionaries, on the other hand, being 
ecattered throughout the country, have a 
good chance to learn what the people are 
‘doing and thinking about. As they would 
de the first and most certain victims of an 
-{nsurrection, they naturally take alarm at 


very symptom of danger. 


The decision of the national government 
to send a large body of additional troops to 
the Philippines, and to mobilize an army 
of 88,000 men at Manila, tends to make the 


public think that the government believes 
the missionaries probably are nearer right 


than the merchants. “Conditions in the 
Philippines themselves do not demand the 
presence of so many more soldiers, Their 


dispatch to the east obviously is meant 
to exert a salutary influence on China and to 


enable this nation to meet some emergency 
which it is feared may arise in that country. 
It is impossible to believe that the adminis- 


tration would make a move of such impor- 
> tance if it did not haye information regarding 


the perils of the situation which the public

The present anti-foreign movement in 
China is widely different from that which 
culminated in the boxer uprising. The 


boxer outbreak was a spontaneous expres- 


sion of popular rage at arrogant foreign in- 
terference and bullying.

The Chicago Telephone company sets up 
the elaim that it has perpetual privileges in 
Lake View, Hyde Park, Lake, and Jeffer- 
son. It is by no means certain that the au- 
thorities of those towns could lawfully grant 
perpetual franchises. The claim is one whose 
validity the city will not admit. Nor does 
the telephone company appear to have un- 
bounded faith in it. It professes its readi- 
ness to surrender the alleged perpetual 
rights if given a twenty years’ extension of 
the ordinance under which it is doing busi- 


ness within the city limits as they were in 


1888. The company is quite willing to con- 
cede something which is of little or no value 
in order to get privileges which will be of in- 
estimable value. Neither the council nor 
the public will consent to give something 
for nothing. 

The representatives ae the company sing 
the praises of the megsured service. They 
say the majority of Meir customers favor 
it. Itis a case of “ Hobson’s choice.” The 
mass of the patrons of the company are 
forced to accept an unreasonably high meas- 
ured service because they cannot afford to 
pay the outrageously high flat rates which 
are exacted, If they were offered the un- 
limited service at a reasonable figure all 
except those who. do the minimum amount 
of telephoning ‘would be glad to take it. 

At present the flat rate for ‘four party 
lines for residences is $60 a year. The com- 
pany does not offer to reduce that rate. The 
rate for direct lines for residences, which is 
now $100 a year, it offers to lower to $84.8 
year. In Cincinnati good service on a direct 
line with an unlimitéd number of calls is 


given for $60 a year. The charge for a resi- | 


dence phone on a three party line with un- 
limited calls is only $35 a year. That is 
the sum ‘which the Chicago company 
squeezes out of a patron for two calls a day. 
If the people of Chicago were offered the 
Cincinnati rates the majority of them would 
at once cut loose from the measured service. 
There are several thousand unlimited serv- 
ice telephones in business establishments. 
The rate exacted. is unjust and illegal, but 
the measured service offered would be more 
expensive, That is why the company wishes 
to deprive the users of those telephones of 
the freedom of choice they have now and 
‘compel them to submit tothe measured serv- 
ice—the measuring to be done by the com- 
pany. © 
Here and there in ite proposed schedule it 
offers an inconsequential reduction. It con- 
templates the raising of other rates so that 
the total receipts of the company may be 
larger than at present. That is not the re- 
duction the people want. That is not the 
reduction they are entitled to. If the fran- 
chise of the company is to be renewed there 
must be a general and significant reduction 
of flat and measured rates. The rates 
should be made just and reasonable, and 
every person should be free to select the kind 
of service he desires. The man who wishes 
an unlimited service telephone in his house 
or place of business should have it for a 
fair rate. The man who makes little use of 


the telephone and can afford to pay only the 


lowest rates should be free to accept the 
measured service—but the cost should not 
be more than half what it is now. 

The telephone company is offering the 
public a few cents with one hand and at- 
tempting to extract from its purse several 
dollars with the other hand.. So long asit 


approaches the council in that way it cannot 


reasonably expect a patient hearing. Be- 
fore approaching that body it should obey 


‘the ordinances under which it is working— 


abandon the illegal charge of $175, for in- 
stance. There should be some indications 
that the spirit of quenchless greed which has 
actuated it has lost some of its force. 


THE DRAINAGE CANAL POWER. 

The works-for the development of electric- 
ity at Lockport from the flow of the sanitary 
canal are nearing completion. By the end 
of the year the trustees expect to be able to 
furnish 15,500 horse power. The municipal- 
ities within the sanitary district are to have 
the first right as consumers, and at cost. 
The trustees have accordingly addressed to 
each of these municipalities a communica- 
tion announcing that the supply will be 
available Jan. 1, 1907, naming the price and 
asking how much each desires to take. 

The power and transmission works will 
then have cost approximately $3,500,000, 
and interest, taxes, depreciation, and oper- 
ating charges are estimated at $409,217 per 
year. This would give, for 15,500 horse 
power, a cost price of $26.40 per horse power 
per year for twenty-four hours a day, and 
this is the figure at which the trustees offer 
to supply the demands of the various munici- 
palities. If current is only taken for twelve 
hours per day the price will be $20. The 
trustees add that when the full flow is avail- 
able six or seven years hence the power sup- 
ply can be doubled dy an additional expendi- 
ture of $450,000, and that the cost price will 
then be $14.97 per horse spower instead of 
$26.40. * 

The city of Chicagp is now producing in 
its four electric light stations something 
like 6,000 horse power at a cost of about 
$40 per horse power, and is supplying thus 
6,700 lights. It is also renting 500 lights 
from the Edison company. Taken together 
these lights provide for about one-fourth of 


the entire street mileage now lighted. The 


rest of the public lighting of ordinary city 
streets is done by 25,000 gas and 5,500 gaso- 
line lamps. Then there are the many bark 
and boulevard lamps, 

It is obvious that the first use to which the 
electrical product of the canal works should 
be put is that of public lighting. The city 
of Chicago could use 6,000 or 7,000 horse 
power for electric lights already maintained, 
and their number ouxht to be inereased for 
the of districts now. lighted by gas. 
Even at $26.40 per horse power there would 
be an annual saving on the present number 
of electric lights of nearly $100,000, and ir 
the city only took the power for lighting 
purposes, leaving it available for other pur- 
poses by ‘day, the cost would be thereby re- 
duced.

THE PHYSICIANS SPEAK OUT. 
No men know, 80 well the effects upon 


‘health produced by adulterants and del- 


eterious preservatives in foodstuffs as 
physicians. The resolutions adopted by 
the ‘governing body of the Chicago Med- 
ical society Tuesday night should, therefore, 
give a strong impetus to the movement for 
the suppression of the manufacture and 
sale of impure foods in Illinois. Recognis- 
ing the fact that many adulterants and pre- 
servatives in common use are extremely 
deleterious, the physicians demand that the 
law prohibiting their employment shall be 
strictly enforced. The state pure food 
commission as at present constituted hav- 
ing proved utterly unwilling or incompetent 
to enforce the law, the physicians further 
demand that it shall be completely reorgan- 
ized. They desire a commission whose aims 
shall be sanitary, not political. 

Tue TrisunT’s suggestion that the work 
of analyzing samples of foods shall be 
turned over to the chemists of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois is indorsed. The physicians 
favor the transfer of the rest of the duties 
now imposed by law upon the pure food 
commission to the state board of health, 
The objection to the plan proposed is that 
it might unduly increase the board’s labors, 
but this result could perhaps be escaped by 
making the commission a distinct section of 
the board of health and providing a special 
staff of officials to carry.onits work. The 
union of the pure food office with the health 
office would have the great advantage of 
causing the former to be filled thereafter 
with men selected for their fitness for their 
duties and not for their efficiency as political 
„ heelers,”’ 

The governing board also puts the Chi- 
cago Medical society on record in favor of 
the pure food bill introduced in the national 
senate by Mr. Heyburn, and thereby gave 
the Illinois pure food commission, which has 
opposed that measure for selfish reasons, 
another rebuke. The Heyburn bill had 
already received the indorsement of the 
American Medical association. As it is the 
only measure before congress whose enact- 
ment would effectively suppress interstate 
traffic in fraudulent and poisonous commod- 
ities, it should be given the earnest support 
of every sincere foe to the sale of such com- 
modities in the country.

Lady Howe's death will have the effect of 
casting additional gloom upon the season in 
London, which already was destined to be 
deprived of much of its brilllancy by the 
death of the king of Denmark. For the 
family connection of Lord and Lady Howe 
is extensive, comprising, as it does, the en- 
tire Spencer Churchill family, to which the 
countess belonged by birth, being a sister of 
the late Lord Randolph Churchill and of the 
late duke of Marlborough. Lady Howe was 
perhaps the most famous four-in-hand whip 
in Europe, and, like her husband, on terms 
of exceptional intimacy with the king and 
queen, both of whom will deeply mourn her 
loss, 

The connection of Lord Howe’s family with 
the court of England dates far back. In- 
deed, the family may be said to have astrain 
of royal blood in its veins, since the mother 
of the first Earl Howe was the illegitimate 
daughter of King George I. and of that Han- 
overian countess of Kielmamsegg, created 
by that sovereign countess of Darlington, and 
of whom Horace Walpole and Thomas Car- 
lyle give such an extremely uncompliment- 
ary description. It was the grandson of this 
woman, whose name is still held up to ob- 
loquy in the pages of English history, who 
was the famous admiral of the wars with 
France, and while his features were the 
counterpart of his grandfather, King George, 
he had Inherited the dusky complexion of 
his infamous grandmother, thanks to which 
he was known by the sailors as Bleck 
Dick.” One of his brothers, Viscount Howe, 
served as brigadier general in the American. 
war and fell at the battle at Ticonderoga, 
N. T., while a third brother had chief com- 
mand of the British forces during the Amer- 
ican war of independence from the time of 
the return of Gen. Gage. 

Black Dicks grandson and succeseor 
as Earl Howe was the handsomest man of 
his day, and was master of the household 
and chief chamberlain to Queen Adelaide, 
consort of King Willlam IV., while the 
present Earl Howe is at the head of the 
household of Queen Alexandra. 

Among Lord Howe’s country seats are

NEWS or THE THEATERS. 


Idylis of Shakspeare. 

The Idylls of Shakspeare” which Miss 
Constance Crawley and her little company 
of players are presenting at the Music hall, 
now are worth the seeing. The opening per- 
formance’ and that which followed on Tues- 


day were marred by the blemishes and blun- 


ders that resulted from ineufficient prepara- 
tion, and in an undertaking of this kind 
shortcomings which in the average produc- 
tion would pase unnoticed stand out with 
glazing distinctness. Last night, however, 
the presentation of the excerpts from “ Ham- 
let and from Romeo and Julſet was ac- 
complished with enjoyable smoothness and 
celerity and proved the offering worthy of 


the patronage of those who are interested in 


‘the upbullding and improving of the artistic 
side of stage representations. 

It is an interesting experiment—this which 
Miss Crawley is making. To present im- 
portant scenes from plays is, of course, no 
great novelty, but to select and produce a 
succession of scenes which in their entirety 
shall tell a complete dramatic story Is a 
proceeding decidedly unusual. While the plan 
probably would not succeed in the case of 
plays unfamiliar to the theatergoing public, 
both Hamlet“ and Romeo and Juliet“ are 
so well known that the incidents of Ophelia’s 
love and death and of the wooing and tragic 
parting of the lovers of Verona can be sep- 
arated from the body of the text and given 
with entire intelligibility and with no incon- 
siderable theatrical effectiveness. 

— 


Miss Crawley has selected the scenes with 
good understanding, and the manner of 
presentment is so unusual that it can but 
claim attention. The aim has been to give 
to the ‘‘Idylis” a setting and a production 
as much in keeping with the beauty of the 
dialogue and as rich in poetic suggestion as 
is possible. While the limitations of Music 
hall stage have made impossible the com- 
plete realizing of the plan, a great deal that 
is commendable and satisfactory has been ac- 
complished. The softened lighte in the 
auditorium are a grateful rellef from the 
glare that obtaing in nearly every playhouse 
in America, Only a soft glow, sufficiently 
bright to enable the reading of a program, 
fills the room, and during the performance 
on the stage the auditorium is in darkness. 
On the stage the setting used consists of 
scenes painted to represent heavy tapestries. 
A three part window is employed at certain 
times, and the lighting of the whole stage 
is so soft and warm that the effect is of a lofty 
room hung with antique draperies. Afew 
pleces of artistic furniture complete the set- 
ting. 

The scenes are separated merely by the 
lowering of the lights. No curtain is used 
except at the end of the Hamlet excerpt 
and once during the course of the Romeo 
and Juliet scenes. The stage pictures are 
intended to fade into darkness and new ones 
to dome with the return of light. The ecquip- 
ment in Music hall is such that sudden ex- 
tinguishing of the light is necessary, but 
even so, the effect is not without its distinct 
elements of beauty and poetic suggestion. 
Music plays behind the scenes throughout 
the entire performance—most of the time 
so softly. that its exact character cannot be 
distinguished. This soft background of tone 
is of distinct value in enhancing the mystic 
agd romantic impression the performance 
gives, and its use suggests many neglected 
possibilities which lie in this factor in grtis- 
tic stage production. 

> 

As for the work of Miss Crawley it calls 
for sincere admiration and approval. To 
hear fier is to hear the wonderful music of 
the Shakepearean verse given ite value. The 
English actress’ voice is of marked beauty, 
her enunciation is delightfully clear and dis- 
tinct, and she reads the lines of Ophelia, of 
Hamlet (in the Closet Scene), and of Juliet 
with admirable understanding and with fine 
dramatic power. She does not elocute, and 
yet the verse is not robbed of its music and 
its beauty. The earlier scenes of the Ophelia 
Idyll give her comparatively little opportu- 
nity, but in the mad scene Miss Crawley is 
able to disclose her powers at the best. 

She has introduced certain innovations in 
the scene. She dresses the part in black in- 
stead of the customary white and she comes 
without flowers in either her hair or her 
hands. She sings sweetly and. softly and 
her giving of floral tokens to her brother and 
to the king and queen is done with but 
imaginary blossoms. The note of plaintive- 
ness ig sounded clearly and truly throughout,

Opposes Proposed Legislation. 

Now McMurray is in Washington opposing 
the legislation the secretary recommended 
for the sale ef coal lands in the Indien terri- 
tory which belong to the tribes.

In accordance with the law the 
secretary granted leases on 109 coal and ten 
asphalt mines. The output of coal in tons 
during each fiscal year since the passage of 
the act authorizing leases is as follows: In 
1890, 1,404,442; 1900, 1,900,127; 1901, 2,308,156: 
1902, 2,735,365; 1908, 3,187,085; 1904, 3,198,862; 
1905, 2,850,516. 

The Choctaw and Chickasaw nations have 
received a royalty of 8 cents a ton on all 
coal mined, and the amount placed to their 
credit has increased from $110,145 in 1890 to 
$248,428 during the last year. The five civil- 
ized nations go out of existence on March 4, 
and there is a bill pending in the senate 
which passed the house providing for the 
final disposition of these tribes. The house 
included in the bill a provision that all coal 
and asphalt lands should be reserved. from 
the sale under the act until the existing 
leases should have expired. The secretary of 
the interior was authorized to lease the resi- 
due of unleased coal and asphalt lands for 
mining purposes under the rules and regu- 
lations to be prescribed by him, such addi- 
tional leases to be limited in time so as to ex- 
pire not later than now existing leases and 
royalties to be applied for the barge of the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw tri

Big Decrease in Available Supplies 
and Sharp Uptarn at Antwerp Lend 
to Firmer Toene Prices in Narrow 
Range—Corn Holds Steady—Brad-

Score Advances.

Covering by shorts was largely responsible 
for a firmer undertone in the wheat market 
yesterday. The trade, as a whole, was dull 
and devoid of unusual feature, and fluctua- 
tions were within a range of 0. 
Almost at the outset it was apparent that 
the bears had overstepped themselves if the

Besides the natural consequences of an 
oversold condition, factors that contributed 
to firmness were a big decrease in the world’s 
available supplies, a sharp upturn at Ant- 
werp as a result of news on Argentine wheat, 
encouraging cash gossip from the northwest, 
a mild response at Liverpool to the decline 
in American markets the day before, anda 
moderate run of damage reports from winter 
wheat sections. Bradstreet’s statement 
showed a decrease of 1,600,000 bu, compared 
to an Increase of 782,000 bu last year. Min- 
neapolis reported a decrease in Its stocks of 
175,000 bu for four days. The weather map 
did not show the general fall of snow ex- 
pected, and, while being inclined to a higher 
level, temperatures were low in many parts 
of the winter sections. The arrivals at Du-

The sample market was firm, 
sales aggregating 80,000 bu, those at the sea- 
board being 275,000 bu. The day’s clearances 
were 1,251,870 bu. Bradstreet’s statement on 
oe available supplies of the cereal was bear- 

sh, the amount showing an increase of 
1,001,000 bu, compared to a decrease of 1,280,- 
000 bu last year. The estimated local receipts 
for today—440 cars—also prompted selling. 
The receipts here were 408 cars, of which 27 
were contract. The bulls regarded the colder 
weather as favorable to their side, but the 
bears believed that the better roads would in- 
fluence farmers to ship more liberally. Chi- 
cago shipped 156,000 bu, and the total re- 
ceipts at western points were about 850,000 
bu more than those of the corresponding day 
in 1905.

Duliness in Oats hi 


Dullness characterized the oats market, 
which closed %c higher for May and un- 
changed for July. The prices kept within a 
range of & throughout. The firmness of the 
more important grains had a sympathetic 
effect, and a good inguiry at the sample table 
also served the market well. There was a 
snappy demand for the May option at 80c, but 
the offerings at that price were light. Brad- 
etreet’s report showed a decrease of 818,000 
bu in the worlds available supply, compared 
to a decrease of 1,210,000 bu last year. Local 
arrivals were 146 cars, the estimate for today 
being 125 cars. Chicago shipped 834,000 bu, 
and the seaboard clearances totaled 119,800 
bu. Local cash sales were 175,000 bu, those 
at the seaboard being 130.000 bu. 


Provisions Active and Higher. 


Provisions again displayed much activity, 
and values continued on their upward march. 
The first hour marked a sharp advance on 
general buying, but high values found longs 
ready to pocket profits, and as a result of their 
realizing there was a reaction. The last bell 
found thar cs, of 100 for pork, 5c for lard, 
and 6070 for ribs. The booming market for 
hogs at the yards, where the highest prices 
since August, 1905, were reached, was a big 
help. The arrivals were disappointingly light, 
and another bullish Influence was a stronger 
tendency to credit the cholera reports. Some 
of the early buying was for foreign account, 
Tietgens being a big buyer of lard for 
Europeans. A good part of the buying of 
July lard appeared to befor Armour. Outside 
shorts covered early, and there was much new 
investment buying.

PIG IRON MARKET IS BETTER. 


Heavy Inquiries Denote Better Pros- 
pects, Says Iron Trade Review— 
Other Lines Booming. 


CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The 
pig iron market shows considerable improve- 


ment in tone says the Iron Trade Review. | 


While no large sales are reported, there isa 
general increase of interest on the part of 
buyers, and some heavy inquiries, including 
one from the Allis-Chalmers company for 
from 10,000 to 15,000 tons, are pending. The 
steel corporation has purchased 16,000 tons 
of bessemer from the Bessemer association 
on the option obtained at the close of the old 
year, the price being $17.25 valley. This 
purchase takes all the iron the association 
has to sell for the first quarter. 

The foundries are busy and the prices of 
foundry grades are stronger. Basic is not as 
active as it has been. The price of hoops has 
been advanced $1.00 per ton. New business 
in finished material is not as heavy, but the 
demand for delivery is insistent. Specifica- 
tions show that building permits are about 
50 per cent heavier than for last year, and 
that, in spite of the fact that a large amount 
of building has been done this winter, there 
will be great activity during the spring and 
summer. 

Sales of structural material include 4,000 
tons of shapes for new lake vessels, while 
the same vessels will require about 14,000 
tons of plates. Deliveries are easier on 
plates, but the mills have all they can do, 
and in the east premiums of $2.00 per ton are 
obtained on some business. 

Electric railways have been heavy buyers 
of rails during the last week. The buying 
of track materials continues at a lively rate. 
Steam railways are specifying heavily in the 
large purchases of standard sections which 
they have made. The pressure for delivery 
of wire and wire products is unabated and 


stocks are low.
